Correct  Planting  of  Trees 

and  Shrubs 


THE  failures  experienced  in  the  planting  of  Trees,  Shrubs,  etc.,  result  from  a  want  of  know¬ 
ledge  of  conditions  necessary  to  success,  or  from  a  careless  disregard  of  them. 

Many  nurserymen  are  blamed  for  what  might  easily  have  been  avoided  had  the  planter 
consulted  the  plain  wants  and  requirements  of  the  stock  and  given  it  at  least  a  fair  chance  to 
grow  and  do  well.  We  are  interested  in  the  success  of  every  article  we  send  out;  we  take  the 
greatest  pains  to  place  every  plant  in  the  hands  of  our  customers  in  the  best  possible  condition, 
and  in  order  to  furnish  some  precautions  which  our  experience  suggests,  and  urge  to  a  more 
cautious  and  considerate  culture,  we  give  a  few  hints  on  such  points  as  are  most  essential. 


Preparing  the  Soil 

No  one  thing  is  of  more  importance  to  the  ultimate 
development  of  plants  than  thorough  preparation  of 
the  soil.  When  the  natural  soil  is  of  a  poor  quality, 
replace  to  a  depth  of  about  two  feet  with  a  good  grade 
of  loam.  For  a  single  plant,  dig  out  a  hole  twice  as  large 
as  is  really  necessary  to  contain  its  roots.  When  group 
plantings  are  to  be  made,  dig  out  the  whole  area.  Well 
rotted  manure  may  be  mixed  into  the  soil  to  good  ad¬ 
vantage,  but  always  avoid  the  use  of  fresh  manure  in 
contact  with  roots  of  a  plant.  We  can  supply  proper 
fertilizers,  see  page  78  for  prices.  The  problem  of  drainage 
must  be  considered.  If  the  natural  drainage  is  poor, 
artificial  drainage  must  be  made. 


Planting 


At  the  time  of  planting,  most  plants  need  a  little 
shaping,  both  of  tops  and  roots.  Since  a  portion  of  the 
root  system  has  been  cut  away  in  digging,  a  correspond¬ 
ing  portion  of  the  top  should  be  removed,  in  order  that 
the  roots  do  not  have  too  much  top  to  feed  the  first 
year.  It  is  best  to  retain  the  general  shape  of  the  plant, 
cutting  away  any  weak  or  injured  branches  and  about 
one-third  of  the  previous  year’s  growth  from  the  end  of 
each  branch.  Evergreens  and  stock  dug  with  a  ball  of 
earth  are  exceptions.  The  root  system  should  be  ex¬ 
amined  and  all  split  or  bruised  roots  removed  with  a 
diagonal  cut. 

Be  careful  not  to  set  the  plant  too  deep,  for  failure 
is  sure  to  follow.  Place  the  plant  a  little  deeper  than  the 
point  at  which  it  is  to  remain,  and  carefully  spread  out 
all  the  roots  (plants  dug  with  a  ball  of  earth  excepted), 
now  shovel  in  the  dirt  until  the  roots  are  covered  about 
two  inches.  Lift  the  plant  up  and  down  until  the  soil 
settles  in  well  and  no  cavities  remain.  Throw  in  more 
earth  and  with  a  blunt  stick  work  well  in  under  the 
roots.  Press  down  the  soil  with  a  firmer  or  the  foot, 
beginning  at  the  center  of  the  plant  and  working  out. 
When  the  hole  is  filled,  to  within  three  or  four  inches  of 
the  top,  pour  in  two  or  three  pailfuls  of  water.  Allow 
this  to  disappear,  and  then  fill  the  hole,  leaving  a  slight 
depression  around  the  plant,  in  order  that  the  water 
does  not  flow  away  from  the  plant. 


In  planting  evergreens  or  other  plants  dug  with  a 
ball  of  earth,  care  should  be  taken  to  prevent  breaking 
the  ball.  Place  the  plant  in  the  hole  so  that  the  top  of 
the  ball  is  not  more  than  one  inch  below  the  level  of  the 
ground.  Put  in  enough  soil  to  hold  the  plant  firmly  in 
place.  Do  not  remove  the  burlap  covering  from  around 
the  ball,  but  rip  it  at  the  top  and  down  the  sides  in 
about  three  places  and  crowd  to  the  sides  of  the  hole, 
after  several  good  waterings  the  burlap  will  be  rotted. 
Fill  up  as  described  above. 

Standard  Fruit  Trees — They  vary  from  four  to  six 
feet  in  height,  with  naked  stems  or  trunks,  and  a  number 
of  branches  at  the  top  forming  a  head.  These  branches 
should  all  be  cut  back  to  within  three  or  four  buds  of 
their  base.  This  lessens  the  demand  upon  the  roots,  and 
enables  the  remaining  buds  to  push  with  vigor.  Cut  off 
smoothly  all  bruised  or  broken  roots  up  to  the  sound 
wood. 

Leave  about  four  side  or  scaffold  branches  and  cut 
these  back  to  six  or  eight  inches.  The  middle  shoot 
should  be  cut  back  to  ten  or  twelve  inches  and  left  as  a 
leader.

Protect  Trunk.  Protecting  the  trunk  of  newly 
planted  trees  is  of  most  importance,  as  in  so  doing 
you  will  eliminate  sun  scalding  caused  by  the  sun 
absorbing  the  sap  out  of  the  trunk  and  also  prevent 
possible  damage  by  Borers  which  attack  trees  that  have 
been  weakened  from  transplanting.  To  protect  the 
trunks  nail  two  small  boards  together  in  an  L-shape 
and  place  on  south  and  west  side  of  tree,  or  you  can 
wrap  with  double  thickness  of  building  paper  or  burlap. 
Protect  from  ground  up  to  lower  branches.  Even 
though  you  protect  trunks  as  recommended,  we  suggest 
that  during  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August  you 
remove  the  protection  placed  on  trunk  every  two  or 
three  weeks  and  make  a  careful  inspection  to  see  if 
Borers  are  in  your  trees,  which  can  easily  be  determined 
by  sap  oozing  out  of  the  trunk  or  the  bark  may  be 
cracked  or  loose.  If  you  find  Borers  take  a  sharp  knife 
and  cut  them  out  and  apply  in  wound  Clintark  Tree 
Compound  or  Pine  Tar. 


from  wind.  Staking  is  done  in  the  best  manner  by 
driving  two  strong  stakes  firmly  in  the  ground,  one  on 
each  side  of  the  tree,  about  a  foot  from  it,  and  fastening 
the  tree  between  them  with  bands  of  straw,  old  garden 
hose  or  other  soft  material. 

Mulching.  This  is  properly  done  by  placing  a  layer 
of  coarse  manure  or  litter,  from  three  to  six  inches  deep, 
about  the  tree,  extending  one  or  two  feet  further  in  each 
direction  than  the  roots.  This  keeps  the  ground  moist 
and  of  an  even  temperature;  renders  watering  unneces¬ 
sary  and  is  in  all  respects  preferable. 

Planting  a  Hedge.  First  lay  out  the  course  of  your 
hedge  trench  with  stakes  and  white  string  for  the  double 
purpose  of  squaring  up  with  sidewalks  or  boundary 
lines  and  to  aid  in  digging  in  a  straight  line.  Dig  side  of 
trench  wall  straight  downward,  placing  plants  against 
the  side  to  make  a  straight  hedge.  For  a  double  row 
hedge  set  the  plants  along  the  side  of  trench  and  alter¬ 
nate.  Be  sure  not  to  plant  deeper  than  where  the 
branches  start  out  from  the  root  stem.  After  planting 
trim  tops  off  even. 


Planting  a  hedge  in  straight  walled  trench  as  an  aid  to  setting 
out  in  a  straight  line  for  a  compact  bushy  hedge  alternate 
the  plants. 


Plants  having  stout  stems,  such  as  hydrangeas,  roses,  etc., 
should  be  cut  back  to  two  or  three  buds,  as  shown  above. 

Staking.  If  trees  are  tall  or  in  exposed  situations, 
they  should  be  supported  by  stakes  to  prevent  injury 


Pruning  Trees  and  Shrubs.  All  newly  transplanted 
trees  and  shrubs  should  be  cut  back  from  one-third  to 
one-half  their  present  size  in  order  that  the  roots  do  not 
have  too  much  top  to  feed  the  first  year  and  by  so  doing 
the  plant  will  not  only  be  more  certain  to  grow  but  it 
will  also  grow  faster.  After  shrubs  are  established, 
early  blooming  varieties  should  be  pruned  immediately 
after  blooming  in  order  to  produce  new  wood  on  which 
the  plants  bloom  the  next  year.  The  late  blooming 
shrubs  produce  blooms  on  the  wood  growth  made  the 
same  year  of  blooming,  therefore  these  should  be  pruned 
in  winter  or  early  spring  before  they  come  into  leaf. 


Do  not  leave  a  stub  when  you  cut  off  a  branch.  It  will  not  heal 
over  and  decay  will  soon  eat  into  and  destroy  the  limb. 
Prevent  this  by  cutting  close  as  indicated  by  dotted  line.
